LosDOK, Jan. 3. — A sigaificant feature 
of the political situation this week is that 
both political parties are discussing reor- 
ganization with home rule loft out. Joacph 
Clmmborluin declares tliat tho LU>eral 
Unionists ought not to desert their Tory 
allies, but to stand, wi^h them ia opposition 
to what he calls " English Nihilism," mean- 
ing thereby the advanced Radical- element, 
wliich is gaining in strength every day, and 
wliieh proposes to carry socialism into thu 
national legislation. Chamberlain and 
other inaiiufacturera feel that advanced 
Radicals, who wish to upoet the foundations 
of English society, can no longer be safely 
combatted by a property class divided be- 
tween Tories and Libtsrals, and tliat those 
who have something must unite in. defense 
of it. It remains to be seen how this : will 
suit the constituencies that elected Liberal 
Unionists. The iuformution given in a des- 
patch of New Year's night that Mr. Par- 
nell would probably retire to make way 
not for Mr., O'Brien but for a Parnellite 
member ofv,pai;lilimeut, was founded on 
substantial inforuiatiou, and may be cx- 
pect'jd BB tho outcome of the next confer- 
ence. . Mr. Justin McCarthy, it .is stated, 
is sick of tho situation, and longs for his 
books and writing desk. He is entirely out 
of place amid Irish brawls and blackthorns. 
He has been a welcome guest for years in 
the beat ]''nglish society, and, although a true 
patriot, never swerving in his devotion to 
Ireland, his tastes are altogether foreign to 
tlic shocking scenes in which he has lately 
mingled. When he accepted the chuirman- 
shiplio e.vpected tliatl'aruell would acquicscu 
after a pretest. Ho never anticipated the 
lime, the crowbars and the Billingsgate, 
which have made the struggle the most dis- 
graceful episode of the century in Ireland, 
and now it is reported he would willingly 
withdraw if lie coubl do 8f> with honor. 'I'he 
man willing to take MoCurthy's place is 
Timothy Healy, a most aggressive member 
of parliament, and ono who has incurred 
Parnell's bitterest hoctiUtyby bis reflections 
on Mrs, O'Shea. For thit^^ry reason Healy 
o'janot become leader, .jJ^j iiiti-Parntllitas 
know that, with Healy in cummand, Parnell 
would be implacable, and the majority of 
them do not cure to make him any angrier 
than he is. It is equally well understood 
that Parnell wants and is resolved that the 
future leader shall be a man with whom he 
can hold intimate personal relationsi and 
who, indeed, will be

Such a man opuld hardly be -seleoted from 
the ranks of the seceding majority. O'Brieu 
is most anxious to patchiiop a peace that 
will satisfy, not only Faraelli'but also the 
Boglisli Liberals. 'He does not wish to go 
to jail, aod .his 'wife is more anxious about 
it than he is. If ho makes 'terms on Tues- 
day that all are willing to accept, he will 
rejoin Dillon, and they will protract the 
American canipiiign, .lurrying it perhaps to 
other countries beside America, in the hope 
thiit the general election nnglit soun be 
held with a result that would open the jail 
dooia to Ii i.sli i)i)lilical ])ri: i)ners. Money is 
urgently netded for evicted tenants, and 
unless something is done soon to revive con- 
fidence in the plan of cainiiaign, the tenants 
will givo up the struggle. Mr. Townsend, 
agent for .Suiith-liarry at Tipporary, is so 
encouraged by the siirrcncler of a numljer of 
inlluential tenants, that ho ha.s announced 
himself no longer willing to accept lents 
secretly from those who hiive allowed them- 
selves to be evicted, and that he will 
only taUo rent on eondilion that the 
tenant paying it w ill enter upon and rcoc- 
cupy the land, and with this condition a 
number have conipiiiiil. The full significance 
of this ipay bo nndiM-siood w hen it is re- 
membered that, during the trial ot Dillon, 
O'Brien and others at 'J'ipperary, Mr. 
Townsend carefully concealed, and the 
miigistrates ^(rotected him in concealing 
the uiinies of those who paid rent, while the 
defense were ajixiona to obi aiii the names. 
'J'hese tenants now come out boldly and 
proclaim what they have done, and the 
police declare their ability and detormiua- 
lion to protect them. In view of tho ex- 
citement in Cork, consequent on the 
strained relations betweenithe clergy and 
tlu! Parnollites, and the refusal of 
Hishnp O'Callalian to permit the use of tho 
cathedral fur inatalliug the Parnellite 
mayor, (ion. Dawson, commander of the 
troops in Cork, has requested Gen. Wolse- 
Icy to strengthen the forces in that city, 
and the request will no doubt bo complied 
with. At Londonderry, Rev. Canon ("ro- 
zier ad<lrc.ssing "apprentice boys, said that 
the Irish Protestants saw in recent events 
the hand of (lod. He appeale<l to Jrisbnien 
not to leave tho country for tlie sake of 
fjuiot. Let the industry and intelligence of 
tho country remain in it.

From Naples comes the alory of a singular 
diU'erenco beHveen I'rince Adolphe, of 
Schaumburg-Lippe, and his bride, Princess 
Victoria, during their slay in that city, 
previous to starting for Malta and ICgypt. 
It is merely hotel gossip, ami is given for 
what it Inay be worth. Tho I'rince is said 
to have found in tlie papers of tho I'rinccbs 
a picture of a gentleman known as Count 
llarlenuu, which is iilcntical with that of 
I'rince Alexander of IJnttcnljurg, with 
whom the Princess is said to have been very 
much in love at one time, tlio engagement 
or attaohment liaving lieeu broken oil' by 
tho iron mandate of liismariik. Princo 
Adnlpho himself is very like Alexander In 
feature, and this fact is said to have led to 
the Princess liking, him. The Prince was 
ordering hisilUKgitBe sbipped-for Buokebcrg 
when a recnnclTiation was efTeoted, Princo 
Alexander's portrait was left behind, and 
that fact and thu luggage order probal)lv 
goveriso to the story. Adolphe is a proud- 
spirited young man, and not likely lu 
brook any diversity of sifootion on the part 



of his spouse, even il she is a sister of tho 

Kaiser. 

(IKlt.MAN'S A*»ICAN rOLIOV. 

Uerlin advices givo a vigorous deiifar to 
the report that there is to be a slackiog of 
Imperial inlercat iu German East Africa 
The country is to be thoroughly explores} 
and carefully colonized, so far aa it will ad'- 
mit of colonization. The ti!n>ublo betweerr- 
Wissman and Emin ia a ditTereneo between 
the two as to the methods and not thu re- 
sult of any change of imperii?;! policy. It 
ia also believed that Wissman does not wish 
Emin to establish himself as »■ sort of Ger- 
man potentate iu the interior but has an 
eye on that territory for himaelf. English 
anticipationH of the failure of Germany's 
colonial policy grate harshly in Berlin, and 
are connected with England's cordial pro- 
fessions of friendship at the time of the 
Anglo-German treaty. . 

cATHouc surPOBT needed;. 

There is considerable .Opp6a[itioii' in. Ger- 
many to the proposed surrender to the 
Catholic hierarchy of the fund accumulated 
from rStipeuds withheld on accouut of the 
disobedience. to laws regulating the relations 
of Churoh and Sta,te. The progressionists 
are 6pp^8ed:toit^>!:CODoession intended 
to bribe the Catholio element into sustain- 
ing the government, and all conservatives 
are not in favor of tho surrender.. Tliosc 
who oppose it regard it aa confession that 
the fj'hiiieh was right and the State wrdng. 
It is almost certain, however, that tho 
money will bo delivered up, thus 
supplying the German Church with 
a large fund for religious uses. The 
Kaiser needs the a-ssietauce of tho C'atholics 
in his proposed warfare on socialists, with 
whom ho ia getting every day more im- 
patient on accouut of their failure to accept 
him as the oracle of Germany. 

njJFOBTDXATK JEWS. 

Berlin is being inundated by poor Jew 
refugees from Russia, although thousands 
of native artisans are out of employment. 
They are largely people who have escaped 
across the frontier, and strike for the great 
city as the most likely place to make a liv- 
ing. Tlieir condition and appearance arouse 
pity and make it all tho more evident that 
they are out of place. Tho latest from St. 
Petersburg is that no work in connection 
with government supplies is to bo entrusted 
to Jews outsidu the territory limit assigned 
them, in order to get rid of all pretext for 
their reaidenuo iu any other part of the em- 
pire. Russian newspapers continue to 
publish semi-otiicial apologies for the per- 
secution of the Jews. They are, in sub- 
stance, that the Jews arc too sharp traders 
for the Russians, and must be fettered in 
order to keep them from owning the coun- 
try ; that Russia is not persecuting any 
body, but only protecting the Christian sub- 
jects of the Czar, and that outside advice and 
intarfcreuco will not be tolerated. Tho 
Princess of Wales, it is known, has received 
a letter from her sister, the Empress of 
Russia, dealing with tho Jewish question, 
and F.nglish sympathy ia expressed for tho 
race. The contents of tho letter have not 
bsen znude pnbUc; IjuI tlio Cs!&riua ii'mid to 
feel deeply the imputations on t^e humanity 
of the Russian government. 

TOPICS OK THE DAY. 

English Tory newspapers are warning 
France to beware of aiding the Republican 
agitation in Spain and Portugal, and there- 
by drawing down the wrath of the crowned 
heads of Europe. 

The Scottish railway strike is as fur from 
settlement as over. A large majority of the 
strikers are holding out, and the few hands 

luced to take their 'placea 'sbov/saoh' in- 
eiticienuy that the publio are ' afraid to 
travel. 

KS(;l.\Nr) IK INDIA. 

The future of the British empire in India 
attracting frosh attention in German 
ndlitary circles. The military " Woclien- 

blatl " has just finished ))ubliHhinu a series 
of l)apers eniilled " llua.'iia and liritish lii- 

lia," from tlie anonymous pcji of an clliccr, 
who has spent cighteeu mouths in India. 
This writer quotes authorities on his sui)- 
ject, and appears to be familiar with the 
geography and political and military con- 

liiions of Central Asia. He gives excel- 
lent sketch maps of the countries with 
which bis studies are concerneil, and with 
his lirat paper sums up the political 
situation iu i sense favorable to England. 
He thiuks that the constant advances of 

Kiissiu, and the repeated withdrawals of 
Englaud from Afghunistau, have produced 
aniiHig the Asiatics a disposition to entrust 
their future to an aggressive such as Russia 
rather than to a defensive power like Great 
Britain. In his second paper ho examines 
the possibilities of a conflict. Tho Ruasiiin 
main advances, ho tbinks, woula bo through 
Herat, where the Czar has an ari.)y of 
1 lO.UUO men from the Caucasus and from 
the Khanates of Bokhara and Samarcan 
could be assembled in three months time. 
A subsidiary advance would be made across 
the Hindu Koosh upon Cabul or Jullaliibad. 
Tho British can no longer anticijjatn the 
RiLsaiana ut Iferat, and the (juestion for 
theni ia whether to advance in order to at- 
tack tho Russians at Herat or remain on 
the defensive. The latter is the course 
foreshadowed by tlie recent fortilicatious of 
points at or near the frontier. 'J he author 
doeu not tbiiik that tho Indian army could 
aeiul more than "lO,!! Omen in the direction 
of Herat to oppose the Russians. The dilii- 
culty for the Kusaian army would bo to au|i- 
ply ami feeil their force during a rM) miles 
march from Herat to Kandahar. It would 
be, in Ids opinion, a dillicult, but not im- 
practicable operation. The author accepts 
the views of Malliaon, Vumbery and Raw- 
lins concerning the importance of Iterat aa 
the Key of India, but ho ia the first wiiler 
to define tho meaning of the exprcdaion in 
this connection. Ho tbinka, not that the 
power poasessing Herat can at any time 
concpier India, but that the power that con- 
templates invading India muat first occupy 
Herat. This accords with tho definition of 
a " key" given by Ijighemi authority upon 
strutegy. 

WATC'IIKD WITH 1NTKUK.ST. 

There was a crowded meeting at the 
Clinical Soeiely, London, theother evening, 
to SCO tlic rchult of some cases in wliich 
Koch's lymph has been u.icd. 'J'lio case 
whicb attracted moat atteiitioji was ono of 
lupus. Thia was the patient who was 
taken to Berlin, and was the liiat i')nglish 
person who Bubndtled to the treatment. 
The improvement which had reoultud frmn 
the Inoculatians was more nnirked. This 
was a matter upon wliich there was a gen- 
eral ogreenienl of opinion, and admitted of 
no dispute, but still the disease could not 
be Boid to have been absolutely arrested. It 
was plain that some phases of tho disease 
were apparently unaffected, and had re- 
sisted the remedy. The interest attaching 
to this faot was that latterly the highest 



doses of lymph considered' compatible with 
safety had been given the • patient without 
any reaction occcirring. TJiis, of course, 
pointed to the suspicion th&'t oil tubercu- 
lous matter had been destroyed by the pre- 
vious inoculations, and that probably after 
nil the disease remaining was not actively 
tuberculous. 

ALBERT KSWAItDi Tltt LION KIIXKR 

There is a story going the rounds whicli 
rrabites to Ilia Royal Hichncaa, the Prince 
of Wales, and tho sporting and art exhibi- 
tion uow going on at Kings Lynn, for the 
benefit of tho West Norfolk fox hounds. 
Among the trophies exhibited ia the skin of 
a lion said to have been shot by the Prince 
of Wales in India. The true story of the 
lion, as told by military oflicers who were 
there, is that the unhappy animal was 
caught in a pit, eapeoially prepared for it 
by tho natives, and kept there until the ar- 
rival of the Prince, who had been especially 
invited to administer the- coupe 
de crace. This was not done as 
speedily aa it might have been, 
considering that the Prince is a pa- 
tron of tho Royal society for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to animals. However, us 
the lion was probably unconscioua before tho 
Prince arrived his national trepidation be- 
fore the king of beasts, oven helple is in the 
bottom of the -jpit, could not have added 
much to its sufferings. Some of the Prince's 
cynical friend-s have often .expressed the 
hope that the r.ritish Uon-^ill' UWays have 
a fairer fighting chance than the unhappy 
victim of Ilia prowess, whoso skin is exposed 
to the open-mouthed rustica of Ivings-Lynn. 

TO E.KriCIUTE IIUKI.VKSS. 

Mr. Atkinson, M. 1'., intends to givo the 
following notice of motion on tho first day 
of the re-aaaeinbling of parliament : "That 
in the near future all questions be printed 
with replies to them, and awaiting the ar- 
rival of membera at the .House of Commons 
es'ery day, so that the business of the house 
nmy not be interrupted by members and 
ministers asking and replyini? to questions 
orally." It is (juite likely that this rule 
will be adopted, as it will save a groat deal 
of the time of tho house and give the gov- 
pvnnient an opportunity to push its measure 
through to early enactment. Many of the 
jueations asked relate to Iriah ailaira, and 
give rise to prolonged debates. 

THE CONTK,ST WILL BE KEEN, 

The election to fill tho vacancy in Parlia- 
ment for Hartlepool district, will be hold in 
a fortnight. Despite the fact that, iit tlie 
hiBt previous election in lS8(i, the Unionists 
had a large majority, the Liberals' chanoea 
of eucceas in the coming election aro good. 
In 18S(), 2,G.'50 voters abstained from voting. 
Of these, 1 ,200 wore Liberals. There have 
been 2,000 electors added to the register 
since 1886, and the new comers are mostly 
workingmen, who are considered more like- 
ly to favor tbe Liberal than the Unionists' 
aide.

Ihelr Ontpnt for luno Iteaches Enomoiu 
Flgarea— Bright I'roipectB 
for This Year. 

(Special to Tub Colonist.) 
Vancouver. B. C. Jan. 2. — Tho Hast- 
■ ing's saw mill produced during tho past 
joaf 14,000,000 aupuiliuiiil foot of lum- 
ber, valued at §175,000. Of tlio fore- 
going, 13,059,000 foot woro rough lum- 
ber, 9C5,000 drcBsed, 107,000 pickets, 
and 20,180 laths. Shijjped to foreicn 
markets, 10,699,000 feet rough, 544,000 
dressed, 107,000 pickets, and 17,020 
Jaths. Rairahipments were 407,300 feet 
rouch, 23,000 feet dressed. The local 
market consumed 1,953,000 feet rough, 
388,000 feet dressed, and 3,180 buiidles 
•hingles. Fourteen sailing vessels wore 
loaded with a tonnage of 10,8fJ3. Tho 
number of men employed at tho mills 
uns 160, and at the logging camps 150, 
70 cattle and horses and one locoraotivo, 
two tugs for towing ships and logs, 
■which give employment to 15 or 20 mere, 
are also utilized, whilst 25 or 35 stevo- 
doros got employment. The wages paid 
by the company will average $150,000 per 
annum. Owing to certain alterations 
and repairs being made; the mill has only 
been in active bpeifkiiion about six months 
this year. . > 

The cut, of tiie Moodyville mill for tho 
year was: Lumber, 18,594,738 feet; 18,- 
698 bundles liiths; 81,108 feet pickets. 
Shipped to the following countries; Aus- 
tralia 7,110,781 feet lumber, 14,500 bun- 
dles laths, 81,108 feet pickets; South 
America, 6,598,744 feet lumber, 4,098 
bundles lath; China, 1,687,228 feet, 
"United Kingdom, 872,038 feet; Local, 1,- 
676,295 feet, China per steamer, 300,439 
feet; Jiipau per steamer, 162,213 feet. 
Amount of wages paid monthly, 85,000. 

Morses Saw Mill since starting has 
turned out 6.000,000 feet. The sash, 
door and blind factory has been running 
its full capacity all season. A shingle 
mill has been added with u capacity of 
35,000 per day of ten hours. A yard 
,Jus been established at Missioa City to 
laupply branch yards. / Three acowH, with 
a capacity of 120,000 feet have been built 
and the steamer Rustler also purcliased. 
Tho monthly pay sheet was §50,000, 
with 220 names on it, about one-half tho 
«ut was shipped from the city, 
2,000,000 feet going to South 
America. The capacity will bo 
increased to 126,000 per day. The Royal 
City Mills havo a capacity of 45,000 foot 
in 10 hours, 40,000 laths, 30,000 shingles 
and 160 doors, and in addition mouldings, 
sashes, turned wood-work, and all kinds 
of house furnishings, are executed. A 
specialty is made of tino mantels from na- 
tive woods. Employment is given 95 
men, and 86,600 paid out monthly in 
wage. The market for the product of 
this mill is principally lociil, but consid- 
erable is shipped abroad, especially to 
China and Japan, A largo force of men 
is employed at tho Vancouver Mills, 
owned by Webster and Edmunds, and 
the concern is certain tu become one of 
the most important in the province. 

Busse's mill, near Hastings, promises 
to become a very considerable industry. 

Tho North Pacific Mills, at Burnett, 
-are being rushed on to completion, and 
among the largest in the country ; at Tif- 
fins saw and shingle mill, opposite Port 
Moody, a number of men are employed 
at large wages. Others of small propri- 
tors are doing good business. The num 
her of buildings started and completed 
since January last cost 81,384,000, and 
the outlook for the coming season is 
hopeful. 

VANCOUVER'S PRO(jRESS. 

Orstifyine Increase In the Volume of Bust' 
ness, During the Year Fast. 

Special to The Colonist. 

Vamcouveh, .Tan. 2. — PostolHce orders 
issued durini; tho year amounted to §159,- 
000, and paid-nt-ollice orders amounted 
to $120,000. Stamp sales amounted to 
9182,000. Not results of the year's opera- 
tions show aQ increase of over $50,000 
in excess of last year. 

During the year tho C.P.R. brought to 
the city nearly 51,000 tons of freight and 
forwardoil 40.000 tons ; 516,000 pack- 
ages merciiandiso were exported to China 
and Japan via the C.P.R. steamers, and 
imports from tho same source aggregated 
674,000 packages, the total tonnage in- 
wards being 34,428 tons, and outwards, 
21,801 tons. The Canadian Pacific dis- 
bursed in Vancouver §648,234.65. 

Tho local customs house records for tiio 
year showed that, for tlie last fiscal year, 
there arrived in Vancouver marine craft 
carrying, inwards, 69,131 toaa, and out- 
wards, 214,917. Customs house collec- 
tionsworo §145,603.79. Tho total im- 
ports were §525,275, against 874,868, in 
1888 ; and uxp(jrt3 were §430,782, against 
$121,461 in tilt) previous year. Goods 
shipp d to till) United StiitoH weto valued 
at $195,474.8-2, a^'ainHt|§L>0,OK7.75,

KOOTENAY mSiim NEWS. 

(From the Nefson Minor.) 
Jim Fox, one of tho owners of the 
Dandy, reports the shaft on that property 
down about 40 feot, with 3 feet of ore, 
line poiicock and gray copper, in tho bot- 
tom of tho shaft. Little tioublo is now 
had in handling the water, and Mr. Fox 
is more than sanguine that the Dandy 
will yet bo one of the big mines of the 
Toad Mountain district. 

,On°the head of Aniderson creek, about 
three miles due east from Nelson, J. P. 
Lamotte and his partners are working on 
a claim named the Cub.

Perdue & Stewart are 
sinking a shaft on the Zilor, a claim that 
is believed to be second to none in the 
camp. About 40 men are wintering in 
the district. 

Owing to the difficulty of getting in 
machinery, tho work of sinking a shaft on 
tiie Littlo Donald will not bo commenced 
until spring. The owners of tho Krao, 
another Hot Springs property, have also 
decided to await spring before startins; up 
its machinery. It is reported that tho 
latter mine will be stocked. 

While the Blue Bell is the only prop- 
erty on the east side of Kootenay lake 
developed into a mine, good ore is brought 
in for assay from several claims in that 
district. Bryan, the assayer at Ainsworth, 
reports that the richest ore he assays 
comes from over there — the ore being free 
milling and carrying ruby silver.

THE KED MAN'S FlilEND. 

Father Craft liianics tlie 'Wliltps, Not tlie 
I'jilians, for lUt) I'resent Trouble. 

New YoiiK, Jan. 3. — Now York Free- 
man's Joarnal to-day published a letter 
from Father Craft, tho Catholic Indian 
missionary, who was fatally shot through 
the lungs in an Indian' fight on Monday. 
The letter ia dated Dec. 20, and was 
mailed from I'iiie Ridge Ai^oiicy, S. D. 
Father Craft saya tliat from tho beginning 
of the treaties with the I idians they have 
been disappointed, cheated, starved, 
deprived of both their own customs and 
thuao of tliu whites, which they had 
fondly hoped to assume with the aid of 
governinont, and in every way abused, 
niofked and disoouiiigod. Jn their 
despair, Gen. Cimok brought tlioin hope. 
Their conlidoncu in liiin led liiein to lio|)e 
that he would bo able to l ealixe their 
hopes. . His death was their death blow, 
and they so felt it.' Their < fears and 
despair after Crook's death were in- 
creased by tlio further reduction of 
rati<ins and delay even or tliuse. Mr. 
Leo, who tiiok the census, iiiiulo grave 
mistakes, counted less tiian the real 
number and made f.dso rcpurla of 
prosperity that did not exist. Rations 
estimated for tho reduced number were 
not sulMciont for half even of these. The

SHALL WE PKOGRESS ? 

To TUB Editor : — I have road several 
Jettors ip the papers written in opposition 
to the extension of the city limits. There 
is bufc one cry in thoin all — "it will 
■quadruple our taxation," and the letters, 
in every instance, give evidence of huv- 
inst been written by large laud holders. 
I would like to inquire whether it is not 
a fact that the landed proprietors have 
bonelited most by the expenditures in the 
city ? These nionihavo contributed com- 
paratively little to aid the growth of Vic- 
- toi:ia. There are no large business blocks 
' 'having their names given to them. They 
are not prominent in promoting manufac- 
: turesin order to induce populatiiohfkiidthus 
secure purchasers for tneir lands. How 
often do wo see them loading in any 
inoveincnt whore men havo to i)Ut their 
hands iu their pockets to lielp it along ? 
It . .would be hard to jjoint 
to . ^ a., . single- instance where they 
have, 'cbine forward to aid in any 
, way to promote Victoria's advancomont. 
Is it not the fact, rather, that they are 
only energetic in opijosiiig lo;uis for ne- 
cessary jmblic inipruvciiiciits, and are in 
nearly evuiy C!is« — from a narrow, grasp- 
ing ]M)licy which is injurious to their own 
iuturcsL.-i— Lu bu found arrayed against 
. -any measure which is calculated to in- 
/~or^e their tax bill ? Uow many roads 
are there in the suburbs of Victoria 
which were not there twenty years ago 'I 
JS'arrow, wretched streets they are, too — 
streets whicli will co.st the city doar in 
wideniiiL,' and straiglitcning when it i.s a 
part of Victoria. And wliut oin tlio poi>- 
ulation of tliu suburbs expect in tlie 
-future if tlio extension is not made 
Wliero.will they procure water, light, 
' police protection, druindge, good streets, 
«ud tiio many other neceaaitics of 
city life I cnn not believe that 
they will secure tliem from 
tlio rich land owiicir.s who havo e\ er op- 
posed public itnprovoinents in Victoria 
■ city, and who aro now the leaders in 
fighting the proposed extension of tliu 
limits. Suburban lands aro but little 
-built on as yet, and will bo but slowly 
built upon if thoy romaiii as they are, for 
few will care to build in a district which 
docs not poa-scss the iao.it vital ncces.sities 
for good health — water, drainage, etc. 

lb is sincerely to be hoped, for the 
welfare of the suburbs, that the large 
landed owners will not bo able to defeat 
the limits extension without doing' any- 
thing themselves. Tliey have benefited 
by the pluck and energy and enterprise 
of jioorer citizens. 'I'lioy have waited 
quietly until othcra liad sown the seeds of 
prosperity, and then tiioy gathered in a 
rich liarvest in the aliape of extrava- 
gant prices for their idle lands 
wliicli thoy secured for next to 
nothing, and for the enhanced value 
of whicli, now, they iiave done nothing, 
excejit to annually pay a slender tax hill. 
All small holders of suburban properly 
Bhduhl see to it that tlieir vote is iccorded 
in favor of city nxtenaion. Tho increase 
in taxes to tlicni will be insignilicaiit in 
comparison with tho beiu'lita tlioy will re- 
ceive froui a city administration, and in 
the enhanced value of their iirojiurly. 
The extension of the limits would pnivo 
of great financial benefit to the largo 
holders, could they but jiut away from 
their vision that iihaiitoin in tho shape of 
an increased tax bill, but it has been so 
much iircsont with them in tho piiat 
when a public good was to bo accom- 
plished, that it isTiopelusB now to expect 
that they will prevent it from disturbing 
their judgment.

CITY LIMITS. 

To THE Editou : — Every rellectinj 
mind will admit that suburbs are India 
pensable to a city, supplying tho latter 
with fruit, flowers and shade trees, with 
vegetables, milk, butter, poultry and 
eggs. Now, instead of unduly taxing 
such industries, true policy would foster 
and encourage them. By uprooting and 
driving them to a distance wo lose more 
than we can possibly gain in reaching 
with extra taxation u few scattered villa 
residences. 

The discontent at the proposed exten- 
sion of the city boundaries so universally 
expressed is, I feel confident, duo prin- 
cipally to its enormity and to tho omis- 
sion on the part of tho late council to 
give data or particulars to justify Llicir 
uureaaonablo proposal, in which respect 
their motto, like Falataff's, seems to have 
been " though reasuns were''aa thick as 
blaolcberries, you shaut have any." 

The only argument advariced in favor 
of this extreme measure is that it would 
prevent tho formati{)n of outside munici- 
palities. This, surely, is a bugbear. Im- 
agine 500 voters forming half a dozen 
new municipalities in an area of seven 
square miles ! each with its grand system 
of waterw'orlcB and sewerage discharging, 
through the Colquitz river, into Esqui- 
malt harbor, and, on tho other side, into 
the Gulf of Georgia. Electric lights on 
Cedar Hill; Mount Tolmio, with its 
winding drives and menagerie ; postmen 
ilying in all directions and mounted po- 
lice keeping order. The picture is too 
absurd. 

If justice is to be done to this now vast 
addition, the taxes of Victoria proper 
muat be greatly increased, since no 
amount of outside assessment practicable 

can meet tho coat of unavoidable civic 
reiiuirements. The Romans, in trying to 
do justice to their provinces, ruined 
Rome, and tried concentration when too 
lute. 

But it may be said the city can use the 
added area ns a basiB or Becurity for fu- 
ture large loans. Granted ; but oiit of 

whoso pockets, for years to come, will 
the interest on those loans ba extracted / 
Let the citizens of Victoria be wise in 
time, and be careful lest, in assiBtiug,this 
unwise measure to become law,' they 
double their own taxation.

ANXIOUS TO BR ANNEXKD. 

To THK Editok : — Hearing and seeing 
the manner in which tho question of 
the extension of tho city limits 
is being misrepresented, may I tax 
you for apace to outline tho reason 
that I, a resident and property owner in 
that portii n of the suburbs, wliioh it is 
proposed to annex to the city of Victoria, 
will, Monday morning, D.V., vote "aye." 

The increase of tax will bo simply one- 
quarter of a cent— two bits on each hun- 
dred dollars of valuation, The valua- 
tions will be generally about the same as 
now, some less, some more, depending 
on the judgment of the .assesaor.; of 
course as values rise, valuation8''will rise, 
or ought to. In return wo \till have our 
full share in tho management of city 
aflairs; tho city will extend its water, 
light and street system ns rapidly as 
required. 

Far more than tho proportion of taxes 
received will be expended in the new 
portions of the cit^ for some years to 
come, no one who knows anything about 
business can imagine that the business 
section of the city receives in direct im- 
provements nearly what it pays in taxes. 

The Indian reserve will \>o ciiclusod 
on all sides by the city, .'ind sooner or 
later must come under the control of the 
city. 

There should be no little outside muni- 
cipalities springing up in tho neighbor- 
hood to impair the unity of our city. 

The Btrongest argument to my mind, 
however, is tliis : urban or suburban resi- 
dents, wo all aro Victorians. Our city 
has outgrown her previous boundaries. 
Victoria West, Sannich road, Work Es- 
tate, Fernwood, and Cadboro Bay road, 
including the Jubilee Hospital, are all 
Victoria, and should be. under city man- 
ageinent, with a full voice in her council. 

Truly if it be to tho benefit of the city 
to extend its boundaries, it will bo to our 
benefit who are brought in. The increase 
in lanfl values is purely and simply 
caused by our proximity to a rapidly 
growing and prosperous city. . 

True economy ts the foundation of .sue - 
cessful business, but there is tho penny 
wise pound foolish sort of economy that 
is easy to jircach and .sounds plaUBiblo,but 
is worse than extravagance.

CITY EXTENSION. 

It is to be hoped that the owners of 
property just outside of what is now the 
city of Victoria will not be frightened by 
the cry of increased taxation into oppos- 
ing the extenaibn of the xsity's limits. If 
the proposed extension does not take 
place, these property owners will, before 
very long, lind themselves in a very un- 
pleasant situation. There ia nothing 
surer than that the suburbs will go on iu- 
creasing. All sorts of buildings will be 
put up by all sorts of peuple. The 
building will not be regulated by 
authority of any kind. There will bo no 
uniformity as to the nature of the struc- 
tures, the direction or the width of the 
streets, and, instead of being in a -quiet 
neighborhood with pleasant surround- 
ings, the suburban resident will most 
probably find himself in the neighbor- 
hood of what is becoming a mere human 
rookery, destitute of all the comforts and 
•onveniences which the inhabitants of 
the city enjoy. As for the retirement 
which he expected, that will certainly be 
invaded on all aides, and ho will have all 
the discomfort he hoped to avoid without 
having any compensatory advantages. 
This ia the rule everywhere, and Tiotoria 
is certainly not going to be an exception. 
Anyone who has travelled knows that as 
Boon as he passes the boundary of the 
city the houses generally are of an in- 
ferior class, and the groups of houses 
that ho sees here and there 
do not niako the localities in 
which they are situated very 
desirable places of residence. It is no 
wonder that the respectable people whoso 
privacy has been invaded, and tvho have 
lost ^11 the advantages of living in the 
country, without getting the conveuien- 
•es whiph the city affords, begin to agi- 
tate ' for annexation. They know that 
when they are annexed to the city there 
will bo some order in the neighborhood, 
. and that the conveniences and the protec- 
tion which they need will be placed with- 
in their roach. 

\Vu are told of the dirty streets of the 
city. Well, tlioy might bo cleaner, cer- 
tainly, but, bad as they rtro,thcy are com- 
fort itself compared with the muddy 
lanes of suburban villages, and the 
abominable roads, destitute of sidewalks 
that are invariably found i^ those places 
which are neither town nor country. 
Wo have heard comjjariaons instituted 
between the roads in tho country and the 
streets of tho town to the disadvantage of 
tho streets. But tho suburban districts 
aro not country. Increase the travel on 
tho countiy roads twenty-fold and it will 
then bo scon what a state they will be in. 

know of no places so undesirable to 
live in as those which are on the out- 
flkirts of liaise towns, hnd beyond tho 
jurisdiction 6f the corporation. 

The owners of property will find to 
their surprise* and disappointment that 
land in the Heighborhood of suburban 
rookeries depreciates in value and in 
Bomo instances becomes unsaleable for 
residential purptj.ses. It is not so hard 
to spoil a neighl)i)i'liij(xl as they imagine. 
Land to which neither water supply nor 
light nor druiii igo can ho exteiulud, and 
which ia oiitsiilo tho sphere nf jidlicu 
jurisdiction does not increase in value. 
Those who hope to got rioht>r by nioj dy 
holding on to their land in the vicinily 
of the city, who expect their property to 
increase in value by tho energy and 
ontorpriso of their ftill()w-citi/.ons, will 
find that there are olemonta which they 
have furgutton, or made light of, which 



should be taken into the caloHlation. 
Neither willif^hey escape the taxation! 
which " they try, by opposing theexten-i 
sion of the city, to avoid. The diflferenoo 
between the taxation on land witlihi the 
city's limits and that just outside its 
boundary may not, in a year or two, bo 
worth mentioning. The improvements 
reiiuired must be paid for and tho pro- 
perty must pay for those improvements. 

We confess we cannot understand why 
men leasing and owning property within 
the area proposed to be annexed to the 
city are opposed to the annexation. We 
are fully convinced that it will be to 
their interest to have their property 
brought within the jurisdiction of tho 
CoriX)ratioji. Any increase of taxation 
whi^h will follow tho extonaion of tho 
city's boundaries will bo more than com 
pensated by the increased value of the 
property. The ^ annexation is sura to 
take plaoe sooiieK or later, and at their 
desir« or the desire of their successors, 
If their^priperty is brought trithin the 
city'.s limits now, they, or those-who 
come ofter them, will, to ■ a certainty, be 
saved much inconvenience, annoyance 
and loss. 



WHAT IS IN A NAME? 

Wo see by tho Times that a Liberal 
Association is about to bo established in 
Now M'estminster. If tho organization 
is to bo really liberal it cannot fail to do 
gotjd. But, as every one knows, it isofie 
thing to be liberal byname, and another 
and quite a difi'erent tiling to he liberal 
in nature. . People, who are narrow- 
minded, unintelligent, unpatriotic and 
factious, may call themselves what they 
please ; a name will not make them any 
better or wiser than they really are. They 
will act out their naturo in spite of their 
line name. There are men who, because 
they call themselves Liberals, really be 
lievo that they are liberal. But many of 
them are tiie most il^beral, intolerant, 
selfish creatures that are to bo found in 
the community to which they belong. 
Many of them are the blind followers of 
blind leaders. They are suporstitiously 
attached to a name, and wear it and 
swear by it long after it has lost ull that 
gave it significance. 

We are glad to see that men in these 
days care less about names than they did 
in the " good old times." They look now 
a great deal more to what a man or a 
party is than to the name by which he or it 
is called. When, for instance, the integ- 
rity of the empire was, in their opinion, 
at stake the politicians and people of 
Great Britain thought very little of party 
names and party traditions. Tories and 
Whigs and Radicals combined to preserve 
the Umuin wIlJio^ a mom^ hesitation, 
and the Tory of ten " generations 
fought shoulder to shoulder with the red- 
hot radical whom his grandfather would 
have hanged if he could. Lord Salisbury, 
Lord Ilartington and .Toe Chamberlain 
formed a combination which was in a 
national sense truly re[)resentative. The 
example sot by these leaders was followed 
by hundreds of thousands of good men 
and true in every part of tho em- 
pire. They disregarded their differendes, 
great as they really were, and . stood 
firmly united to assert a great principle. 
This important union h.is deprived the 
party names in every section of the 
tho empire of a very large part of their 
significance. Men have come to see that 
names after all amount to very little, and 
that the animosities and tho antipathies 
of parties aro not based on rcastJii. ^Vhell 
tho Radical camo to know tho Tory ho 
found out that ho was not such a proud 
intolerant obstructionist as lie had imag- 
int?d him to be, and the Tory discovered 
that the Radical, whom he was taught to 
believe was as dangerous as dynamite, was 
not such a bad fellow after all, aiid thai 
in some things he was even a greater con- 
servative than ho was himself. 

Wo do not think that either in Eng- 
land orin tho Coloiiies will party names 
and party cries over have tho power they 
had in the olden time. Men know each 
other better than they did, and they 
attach more importance to principles than 
they do to iiamea. l''ew men in these days 
aro proud of being on tho same side of poli- 
ticsas thoirfathorsandgrandfathers. Many 
indeed, boast that they have thought for 
themselves, and have come to concius- 
sions in matters political very different, 
indeed, from that arrived at' by their 
fathers.- Besides, tho significance of 
nainea changes with time and place. 
"Tory," to-day, has not tho same mean- 
ing as it had lifty years ago, and the Lib- 
oral of Great Britain lias very little in 
common witli tho Liberal of Ontario or 
Quebec. In British Columbia, as far iis 
provincial politics aro concerned, the old 
party names have no signilicanco at all. 
and tho reason is plain. The quvstitJiis at 
issue are altogether different to what 
they are in the other provinces. If ilie 
really liberal men of the WestmiiiHter 
town and district form themselves into 
an association, they will bo amused to 
lind that they belon'_; to both jiarlies and 
to no parly at all. If true libiiiality of 
mind and (ipinioii and diapotitiuii is made 
lln! le.sl, it \\\\\ bu a very pleasant asso- 
ciation ; but it will bu made up of ina- 
tori.il, from w political point of view, ex- 
ceedingly various and amusingly incon- 
gruous. But, if " Liberal " is to bu the 
shibbolnth of faction only, tho result will 
bo very different, indeed. 



TEE NATURAL RESULT. 

I'he Farmers' Alliance in tho United 
States is producing tho results that might 
bo expected. When men begin to look 
about them for some means other than 
through their own industry and economy 
to pay their debts they may be expected 
before very long to take the law vh^m 
their own hands and repudiate Vliem 
altogether. Tho Farmers' AUiaiice ex- 
pects Government to step in to help them 
to meet their obligations. It asks Uncle 
Sam to make money, both of silver and 
paper, and to lend it to them at two per 
cent, on tho security of their land and 
such of their farm products as are not 
perishable.; Every one thot takes the 
trouble to think-^knows what is sure to 
happen when men expoot the goyernment 
to got them out of their financial difficul- 
ties. Ono of the results of this abandon- 
ment of old self-reliant ways was seen 
tho other day in Wingman County, Kan- 
sas. A farmer in that county borrowed 
money on mortgage. Ho was unuble to 
meet his payments, and foreclosure en- 
sued. A hard working, honest man, 
Thomas Guthrie, bought the farm and 
settled on it; He had hardly commenced 
to work when he received threatening 
letters telling him that he was the tool 
of the mortgage companies, and ordering 
him to " get out and stay out." Guthrie 
paid no attention to these letters. A. few 
days ago he was visited by a crowd of 
masked men, numbering some seven hun- 
dred. These men seized him, placed his 
household goods, his wife, his father, his 
mother and his four children in 
a wagon and drove them sixteen miles 
from his farm. They then unloaded the 
wagon by the road side and left the man 
and his family exposed to the mercy of 
the elements. The mob still had work 
to do. They took the former owner of 
the farm, whose name is Cassidy, back to 
tho house out of which thoy had turned 
Guthrie, and put him in possession. 
It is said that the leading officers of tho 
Alliance advised tho outrage. The tele- 
gram says: 

"The local altiance agreed upon tho 
plan, followed it out, and have submitted 
their scheme to those in the organization 
high in authority, and tho same approved 
it. It ia believed that this is ihe first ex- 
hibition of a plan that is to bo followed 
by tho organization, hoping to defeat the 
law until they ciii have it changed." 
This ia no doubt tho beginning of a series 
of (mtrages of the same kind. If the 
mortgagees insist upon their rights and 
will not quietly consout to be ruined, the 
men who considered . it nghfc to turn 
Guthrie out of the house he had 
bought and reinstate Oassidy, who was 
either unable or unwilling to pay his 
honest debts, will be ready to repeat the 
same lawless operation. The spirit 
evinced by the seven hundred and by tho 
Alliance under whose guidance they 
acted does not die out suddenly or of its 
own accord. If the authorities attempt 
to enforce the law it is easy to see that at 
the first at any rate i hoy will be over 
powered and the triumphant alliance 
men will carry things with a high hand. 
Capital will of course be withdrawn from 
state in which such outraees are com- 
mitted.

That camp's boom 
was short, and 1887 found him 'at Illecille 
waet. In 1889, ho came into the Kootcnuy 
Lake country, making Nelson his head 
quarters. That year ho brought in beef 
cattle from Kettle river, and laid the foun- 
(laticni for the business that he carried 
this year. This spriiiL;, ho and his brother 
secured the contract for furnishing the c 
struction torcc on the Nelson & Sproat rail- 
way with beef, al.so the contract for pack- 
ing supplies along tlie right of way. He was 
always busy, and no man in the lake coun- 
try had more rustling enterprise. No man 
better deserved success. Ho was liberal 
and honorable in liia dealings; was both 
kind-hearted and good-natured, seldom ut- 
tering a complaint, even when disappointed 
or worried by bad luck.

While tlie railways of the western 
United States are drawing iu their feelers, 
.»nd, oTjodient to the mandates of Jay 
<3ould, aio preparing to curl up in their 

shells for a cjood fivo years ni»p, the 
great Caiiiulinn Pacific system is rushing 
ahead like a rnoo horao, and is luvakiMiing 
to new life nuJ unsuspected vigor tlie vast 
territory through which it passes. 

But although all Canada; and especially 
the province of British Columbia, feel the 
new blood flowing through thoir vmus 
from this great artery, and though thou- 
rast' natural resources and advantiigus 
thus, fop the first time, have found an 
:*dequato'bhannol' of development, tlicy 
they have not,. nor will not imitate the 
rashness oE their neighbors across the Imo, 
nor overwhelm in mad speculation the 
aolid advantages of their position. It has 
frequently been iisaerted that the Can- 
adian provinces are " slow "—but they 
are idso " sure. " There's is a steady, 
moderate growth with never a atep^ back- 
-ward, and they do not sow the wind to 
Tcap the whirlwind, us Los Angeles did 
throe years ago, and as the cities of Puget 
Sound are doing to-day. 

But if any part of this continent would 
justify tlio extravagant laudations of an 
Americiin " boomer, " it is the country 
itist being opened up hy tlio Sbushwaj) 
Aud Okanagan Railway. This rond starts 
-^rom the Canadian Pacific at Sicamous, 
'\*nd has its tormhial point at Okanag.ui 
Lake, 01 miles distant. And the railway 
<:ompany has already appliedj to the 
Douiiuioii Government for permission to 
extend its lino 120 miles further south- 
ward to the international boundary. It 
is desisned to eventually connect with 
that great arterial system of America rail- 
roads, which will iu the near future have 
ita torminal point in Alaska. ^ 

The country tributary lo tiib ohiiali- 
-irap and Okanagan Railway, contaiiio a 
go )d hiilf million acres of the best agri- 
cultural l;uid in tlie province, and over 
1,000,000 acres of tine ptrazing country. 
• Tne road ia built primarily to open up ilio 
valleys of the Okanagan and Spalluiu- 
«heen — a word which means in the Indian 
dinlect, "Beautiful Valley." This is 
««Jlea, by those fortunate onough to live 
there, "the garden of British Columbia" 
— and they are about right. It is pre- 
eminently the great wheat and grain dis- 
trict of the province, and nob only that, 
hut there is an abundance of timber for 
Jume consumption and domestic purposes; 
•while vegetables of; all kinds, tomatoes, 
Indian com, melons, potatoes, etc., are 
grwon' there in profusion— oven almonds 
irom the seed. . As for ■ raising stock, 
cattle and hogs, there is no better place 
<.n the Pacific slope. One firm alone 
ahippcd east last season, 3,000 hogs. _ 
u .The chief towns along the now railway 
*Te Landsdowne, Mission, Enderby and 
Vernon. Enderby has at present only 
200 inhabitants, but has a §1000 Presby- 
terian church, and the: first roller i flour 
iiills in British Columbia, owned by 
They turned 



was begun last April, and next spring the 
rails will he laid for 22 miles, and trains 
run to Enderby at the head of iiiivigiition 
in the Shiishwap river. The locomotives 
will roll into Vcrium roimo fcimo next 
September, and the .51 inilei> will be com- 
pleted by December and turned (jver to 
the operating deparfcraentof the Ounadian 
Pacific Railway, which has leased it f(jr 
twenty-five years. The road-bed, stock, 
equipment mid buildings will all bo of the 
very first class. In this respect indeed, 
the'Caiiadian roads all offer a marked con- 
trast to the hastily constructed "boom" 
roads, built for speculative purposes across 
the Amoriciin lino. 

The president of the railway company 
is Capt. Larkin, of St. Catherines. Out., 
to whose energy 'iiid finftnciid assistmico, 
tho success of this uiiidertakiiig is largely 
due. Capt. Larkin built 00 iiiiloa of the 
Eaquimalt luid Namiimo lailway, tho dry 
dock at Esquimalt, tho great Quebec 
docks and other Canadian works, and is 
well known as a successful financier. 

Tho vice-president is M. Luniby, who 
owns, the finest estate 'in that district, 
three miles from Enderby. Photegraplis 
of his fertile acres, stretching back to 
tho woli wooded hills, resemble strongly 
scones in the famous valleys of California. 
Mr. Luinhy ia tho pioneer of that section 
of British Coin mbia, and may he called 
tho Father of the new railway. 

Geo. Riley, Esq., of St, Catherines, 
is the secretary and treasurer of the com- 
pany, and tho chief engiuedr is- C. E. 
Perry, through whose i skill thfl natural 
obstacles to tho route have hten over-' 
come. Mr. Perry is a mcmbor 
of tho institute of Civil Engin- 
eers, was for fifteen years on 
the government surveys of the Canadian 
Pacitie Railway, had ehiu-gu of the lirat 
iliviaioii of tho Esquiiualt and Kanaimo 
railway, and was lately oiigaged on the 
Seattle, Lake Shore and Eastern. He is 
an old and well known oitizoii of Vic- 
tuiia. T. W. Patterson & Co., of St. 
Catherines, lire tlie contractors, and have 
had 500 men at work all sunnner, and tho 
same number this winter. Their force 
will be increased to 1000 men next 
spring, and tlie work put through with a 
rush. 

This country is rapidly filling up with 
settlers from the oast, allured by its many 
advantages and the present, facilities for 
getting "g;;.-:d !-nd at reasonable prices 
Among tlieiii is tho nephew of the Earl of 
Aberdeen, who has bought a farm at 
Mission Valley, .'?(! miles from the ter 
111 ill al point of tho railway, and is going 
then to start a. stock farm. It is a great 
liiiul for stock, being known aji the bunch 
grass country of the interior. 

Thii dovolopnient of tliis region, how- 
evor, rapid as it has been, and great as 
the railway now building will make it, is 
nothing to what will ensue when the line 
is continued, as it will be, to tho inter- 
national boundary. There it will connect 
with tho existing systeins from Spokane 
Falls, viii the valleys of the Columbia and 
the Okanogan rivers, and will tap tho 
great wheat fields of eastern Washington. 
It will become one of the main links in 
tho grand railroad system which will 
stretch forward to Alaska and bring tho 
hidden treasures of the frowning North 
into tho busy markets of the world. And 
not only the countrj- inimodintely trav 
ersfcd hy tho road will enjoy- its honeflts, 
but Victoria, liiitish Columbia, and all 
Canada may well rejoice at its conpletion.

named Act, has first been obtained at a poll to 
be held for that purpose, and that such a'poll 
shall bo held by such a person and at such time 
or place or places and in such manner as tho 
Lieutenant-Governor may appoint. And 
whereas, It Is pro[iosed to extend tho limits of 
tho Corporation of the City of Victoria in ac- 
cordance with tho provisions of a resolution 
passed by a majority of two-thirds of tlio mem- 
bers of the Municipal Council of tho said city 
oa^tho 2lBt day of October, I^Jl. 1890, and con- 
firmed by the vote of the nmntcipaUty* on tho 
2nd day of December. 1890. 

Now, therefore, Ilia Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council, under tho authority o( 
tho said Statutes, and of all others in that bo- 
half enabling, has been pleased to make and 
doth hereby make tho following rules and reg- 
ulations for holding a poll of tho persons within

' NO ONE "WAS INJUEBD 

Though 'Thooaaudg of Dollars Went Up In 
Smoke at tbe Last Great Now 
Y'ork Fire. 

Tho following la another account of the 
great thoutio fire iu New York ou Friday 
night : 

Broadway was allvo with crowds of ex- 
cited people when flames burst from the 
Fifth avenuo theatre to-night, and the 
windows of the Gilsey, St. James and Cole- 
man houses wore .filled , with people. Tho 
fire iu the theatre'r :b'r6ke ■ out under the 
stairway in tho roar under the stage about 
liftecu minutes after the curtain , had gone 
down on "Cleopatra." Harry/'Mlner. him- 
self had gone home ; he was rccaltad' and 
saw the place burn down. The fire was 
discovered by the watchman, Dan Finn, 
'I'hore were then only two other people 
in the liuildinj,', two actors who were put- 
ting ou tlieir street dress. It was thought 
at lirst that tlie lire wonkl be confined to 
tho place where it originated, but it forced 
ita way througli the lloor of the auditorium 
and tlie stage. It drove into tho street the 
lircmon who liad coino at the first alarms, 
and tho bla/.o roared through the building 
and througli the roof, ascending in a tre- 
mendous volume of anioke and embers away 
up in the sky. .Sparka and (laming frag- 
ments fell ou tho adjoining buildings, and ou 
all buildings on Jiroadway setting tlieiii 
afire in a hurry. The cornices of the 
Sturtevant House caught and at 1.05 o'clock 
the upper wuulowa of the hotel and the 
cornices of tho roof were all ablaze. A 
strong northwest wind carried the flaming 
messengers fnrtbof down Broadway, sotting 
fire to more awnings and window copings. 
Miner's theatre and its appendages run 
through the entire block from '28th street to 
•29tli street, Herman'.s new theatre, which 
was recently refitted at a coat of 
?50,0()0, backs up against it, and 
was also destroyed, and the offices, 
buildings and stores on both Broadway front 
on the block, and will also probably go, 
Special calls were continually aummoniiig 
more engines. Uurry Miner said his loss 
would probably bo 5100,000, including the 
cost of the properties of "Cleopatra," 
which he estimutes at S47,tJ00. The thea- 
tres, the' buildtDga themselves, are estimated 
to bis worth $250,000, and fully insured. 
The Gilsey estate owns them. While the 
tlames were bursting through iho roof of 
tho first theatre there were half a dozen 
explosions, whioh'.blew out the windows 
of the 28th street front. Miner attributed 
them to the calcium light cylinders, but 
they were probably doe to back draughts. 
Tiio Sturtevant front covers nearly an 
entire block on tho oast side of Broadway. 
At 1:1") tlio whole top floor of the hotel 
appeared to be ou fire. It is said that one 
of the guests at the hotel who was anxious 
to see the lire, was driven from his window 
by sparks and left the window open. The 
firemen had trouble in fighting the Sturte- 
vant house fire because all their long ladders 
were in use at tho two theatre (ires accress 
the street. Tho jam on Broadway was 
tremendous. Sixth Avenue elevated trains 
were stopped. Guests of the Sturtevant 
House, many of tliem, had set out at 1:I!0 in 
seardi of new lodgings for the night. The 
windows of other hotels bearing upon the 
scene were full of faces, and the (Jilaey and 
Coleman Houses received most of the Sturt- 
evunt'a burned-out tenants. Tho Coleman 
is' a block below the scene of tho fire, and 
tho Gilsey is a block above. At 
1 :20 o'clock part of tho roof of 
Sturtevant liouse caved in and the flames 
burst forth. John Callaghan, watchman, 
had long roused all the guests of tho differ- 
ent floors and got them all down stairs iu 
safety. He curried down a man named 
Reilly, sick with consumption. On the 
fifth floor of the Sturtevant, was Win. Furs- 
man and his family, Alexander Comstock, 
assistant manager of the Academy of music, 
his wife and his brother-in-law, who all got 
out in good order. The top floor was burn- 
ing fiercely at 1:45. Mr. Matthews, one of 
proprietors, says be bad about two hun- 
dred giiests in the honse. Fat Sbeedy and 
wifo were also at the hotel. About an 
hour after tbe first alarm was given, the 
ilamcs burst through the roof and shed a 
blaze of light for a block around. People 
in the neighborhood say that simultane- 
ously a series of loud explosions were 
heard. Peter Gil.sey lives right ne.xt 
door to tbe tlioatre on the west, 
ilis house is filled with valuables, 
roniiis of theatre run back of lioiise and ad- 
join it. ".My los.s," sail! Harry .Minor, as 
lie stood on 'JStli street looking up at the 
bliiziiig building, and Hiirronmleil by a 
groiip'of reporters, " will be SIOI), (11)0. My 
iiianraiice is .^'JO.UDO, but I will build, a bet- 
tor theatre than tiny in town." .Miner iaya 
that after the audience had loft the budd- 
ing at 1 l.'-'l) lie bad a foreboding that .sonio- 
thing was going to happen, ami lie walked all 
around the interior of tlio building to .see 
that evorytliiiig was right. He (n-eii spoke 
I f a poasiliilily of tlu; theatro getting on fire. 
Tlicrc was one thrilling ficfiiie enacted when 
two lireineii were discovered ou the roof of 
ncnuau'a tlicatro after the roof of the other 
had fallen in. At first it was thought thiy 
could not be saved. They were, however, 
finally brought down iu s.ifety by means of 
scaling ladders, uiiiid tlio cheers of the 
crowd. So fur as known at this hour, 2.25 
a.m., no one has been injured.
